Cleveland, O., Feb. 21.—In an effort 
to bring thousands of women

ployes to the payrolls of industrial 
establishments, the committee on in- 
dustrial relations of the chamber of 
commerce voted to make a survey 
and report on the

Janesville is a good place to live. It is attractive 
and desirable to visitors as well as to ourselves. 
Though our school buildings are not all good, we 
are justly proud of the work in them. We have 
fine fire and police protection. We are gradually 
getting permanent pavement on our streets that 
will stand the. automobile traffic of the times. 


; The commissioners have gone carefully about thatf 


for the pavement that must be used now is expen- 
sive. Beloit, for example, has just paved nearly 
fifteen miles of streets with brick and asphalt, 
while we paved about five. Our city is becoming 
a handsome city, and our people are very generally 
prosperous and contented. If we except the few 
men who wish to be important in ward politics* 
and those who want to build where they ought not 
to, there is no visible suffering among us because 
of the absence of aldermen at the ci£y hall. 
What does this good management of our city affairs cost? Is the 
money that we pay for taxes honestly and wisely spent? The best 
answer to that is a comparison with other cities. The state authori- 
ties at Madison made such a comparison of the expenditures for all 
purposes of eight Wisconsin cities in 1913, figuring out the amount 
for each inhabitant of the city. This document is on file in the 
mayor's office, where anyone may see it. It shows the following 
expenditure for each person in the city named:

All Aliens Who Registered With the 


Chief of Police Are Urged to Call 


and Secure Their Cards. 


Chief of police Peter D. Champion 
made the announcement today that 
the registration cards, which must be 
carried by all German alien enemies, 
have been received and that they are 
now ready for distribution. It IB urg- 
ed that all registrants apear as soon 
as possible at the office of the chief to 
secure the cards. 
The photographs of the registrants 
tiave been affixed to the cards but be- 
fore they are given out by the chief 
the left-hand thumb print must be 
taken. The card itself must be car- 
ried at all times by the German alien 
enemies to avoid the penalties which 
are prescribed by the government.
